Winnipeg, July 31.—Nearly forty 
millions of dollars is being distribut- 
‘ed today as a second interim payment 
‘on wheat and coarse grains by the 
Canadian Wheat Pools. The basis of 
the wheat payment is 2144 cents per 
bushe] No. 1 Northern, Fort William; 
18 cents on No. 2; 17% cents on No. 
3; 224% cents on No. 4; 16 cents on 
‘No. 5; 18 cents on No. 6, and 7% 
cents on feed wheat. There is a wide 
range in the payments on other 


‘grades, varying from.as high’. as 34 


and 36 cents on -some- “grades ‘down: to 


-. 2 cents-on one.small parcel.

-. policy of adjusting all spreads and: 


making all deductions for elevator and 
‘commercial reserve, carrying charges, 
‘etc., from the second interim pay- 
ment and this course has been fol- 
lowed this year. 

As a result, the final payment which 
will be made at the end of the crop 
year, will be a flat payment on all 
grades.

“In view of the short crop, heavy 
immigration movement this year, com- 
bined harvester and threshers avail- 
able and on account of the labor avail- 
able by reason of the general indus- 
trial and mining development in the 
west, it was decided that no labor 
would be required from Eastern Cana- 
da this year. The whole situation of 
the harvest will be taken care of by 
labor available in Western Canada.

At this Lord Merrivale remarked 
it was recorded how centuries ago 
Anne, Countess of Pembroke, sat on 
the bench with His Majestys judges 
and therefore any broad statement 
of women’s former position should be 
scrutinized closely. 

Lord Darling then invited coun- 
sel’s attention to certain terms in 
the oath taken by privy councillors. 
“Por instance,” he said, “he must ad- 
vise the King without regard to Idve 
and affections. Is any woman 
capable of that?” Mr. Lawrence re- 
plied with an emphatic “no.” A 
privy councillor has also, his lordship 
continued, “to keep the Kimg's coun- 
sel secret,” and he asked if any 
woman was able to do that. “I leave 
that to their lordships,’” Mr. Lawrence 
replied. ? 

In a brief reply, Hon. N. W. 
Rowell, K. C., counsel for the appel- 
lant women, alluded to suggestions 
made that proper procedure would 
be to secure an amendment to. the 
British North America Act. It was 
not a very easy matter to secure an 
amendment, he pointed out. 


Ross, commissioner of the board on 
Thursday morning.

NO PASSPORTS ASKED OF 
TOURISTS ENTERING CANADA 


No passports are required by tour- 
ists entering Canada. Automobiles 
may be brought into the Dominion 
for the purpose of health or pleasure 
for a period up to ninety days with- 
out duty or bond, and for a period up 
to six months by the deposit of a bond 
for the amount of duty and taxes or- 
dinarily payable on the automobile. 

Automobiles may be entered at a 
Canadian boundary port of customs 
for a period not exceeding 24 hours 
by the owner surrendering his state 
license card, which will be handed to 
him on his return. 

If he desires to enter for a period 
of 60 days he must obtain a permit 
from the collector at the Canadian 
customs port of entry which he must 
fill in in triplicate. with certain par- 
ticulars regarding his car. One of 
these will constitute a permit and the 
other he will present to the collector 
when he leaves the Dominion. 

Application for an extension of 30 
days over the 60-day permit granted 
will be granted by the collector pro- 
viding he is satisfied as to the bom 
fides of the applicant as a tourist.

London, July 27.—After hearing the 
arguments of the counsel for the Do- 
minion of Canada, the Judicial com- 
mittee of the privy council Friday re- 
served decision on the question as to 
whether women are eligible to sit in 
the Senate of Canada. The question 
is being raised in appeal taken by 
five Alberta women from the judg- 
ment of the Supreme Court of Cana- 
da holding that women are not “qual- 
ified persons” within the meaning of 
the British North America Act to be 
summoned to the Senate. 

The Dominion is opposing the ap- 
peal. 

Eugene Lafleur, K.C., for the Domin- 
ion argued that the British North 
America Act should be construed ac- 
cording to the natural meaning of the 
words used at the date the statute was 
passed. The title, senator, was a 
strictly masculine term. .

The post-box is the hollow trunk of a 
tree, and if that will not give the hard- 
est-boiled a sense of romance and Dil- 
let-doux, what will? Even the lamps 
and waste baskets are of native lum- 
ber ornamented with strange curves 
and bulbous growths. The two huge 
fireplaces of native stone are rustic, 
too, but not the rugs, soft velvety 
squares and oblongs the size of an 
ordinary floor — dozens of them. 
Neither are the chairs rustic, though 
suited to the room, being the deep 


comfortable kind interspersed with 
wicker chairs and hassocks which 
lend themselves readily to cozy 


grouping. 

Although The Lodge is only seven 
years old, already the central building 
has had to be doubled, while in 1927— 
there were over ten thousand guests 
that summer and many had to be 
turned away for lack of accommoda- 
tion—a ten-roomed cottage and a six- 
teen-roomed cottage, called Point Cot- 
tage where the Governor General 
stayed, were erected. More accommo- 
dation was constructed last year, and 
increased accommodation is being 
provided this year. 

The bungalows now front well-de- 
fined streets, running partway around 
Lac Beauvert. These bungalows are 
very commodious and well equipped, 
the rates ranging from a nominal 
charge to as high as one hundred and 
fifty dollars a day, according to the 
accommodation required.

NEW DEVICE WOULD 
SAVE MUCH WHEAT 


Eliminat‘en of stooking and use of 
binder twine; reduction of labor; les-! 
eening of cost of harvesting und 
(threshing are among the advantazes 
cloimed for a dev’ce which will be 
given most stringent tests under the 
direction of officials of the provincial 
department cf agvicu'ture at the Oii- 
ver farm on Tueslay and Thursday, 
according to an anncuncement made 
by Hon. George Hoadtey, minister of 
agriculture and hea'ln. 

The device in question is an attazu- 
ment for the ordinary binder, and 
combined with this is what is called 
a “header barge’ running along be- 
hind the binder and catching the 
heads of the grain as they are cut. 
The heads are not bound into sheaves 
and the grain is left well-stooked in 
the barge. It is claimed that the 
grain will withstand inclement weath- 
er more effectively this way, and also 
can be easily shovelled into the 
threshing machine. 

Ordinary binders require grain from 
12 to 14 inches high to properly cut, 
but the new device will’ effectively 
handle it if it is as short as six in- 
ches. ad. 

Next week, seven of these machines 
will be demonstrated at Vegreville, 
Vermilion, Sedgewick, ‘Camrose, Cor- 
onation, Stettler and Oliver, these sec- 
tions being the short wheat areas of 
the province. The demonstrations all 
will be under the direction of govern- 
ment supervisors and every oppor- 
tunity will be given farmers to see 
how they operate. "

It is an accepted fact that bovine 
tuberculosis is transmitted to human 
beings during the years of childhood 
This transmission usually occurs 
through the use of milk coming from 
tubercwlar cattle.

JAMS AND JELLIES IN A JIFFY 


Gone are the days when the kiteh- 
en steamed all day with bofling jelly 
—when all available tables were coy- 
ered with bottles and jars—when the 
jelly-maker herself came to the end of 
this Imperfect day stained, hot and 
tired. 

The 1929 method is to make a few 
Blasses of jelly or jam at a time, cook 
it quickly, seal it and hide it from the 
family so that it will be ready for the 
lean fruit months. Six or eight glasses 
of jelly will not tire anyone and made 
on several days during each = spect:] 
fruit’s season will net a result whieh 
does honor to any preserve closet. 

Among the best fruits for jelly are 
currants, red raspberries (slightly unt 
der-ripe), grapes and apples and eran 
apples. Other fruits can be used de 
combining them with a jufee rich in 
pectin, or by using commercial pectin. 

Look the fruit over carefully. Add a 
small amount of water to juiee fruits 


and cover the hard fruits, such as a / 


ples. Cook until tender and strain 
through a jelly bas, without squeez- 
ing. 

Do not attempt to use more than 


two quarts of juice at a time. Use a 
ten quart kettle. DBoil the juice rapid: 
Iy for five minutes, cdd the sugar and 
stir until it is dissolved. Usually twe- 
thirds of a cup of sugar to each cup 
of juice will give a jelly of the right 
consistency. Boil rapidly until the jel- 
ly test is obtained (two drops which

The various phases of the lumber 
industry in Canada represent an invested 
capital of approximately five hundred 
million dollars. The associated indus- 
tries give employment to thousands of 
men the year through. Further, out 
of every five dollars the lumber indus- 
tries pay back to the country more than 
four dollars for the wood, the labor and 
the taxes involved in the enterprises. 


In the province of Ontario alone, 
about 20,000 men are employed in the 
bush while 10,000 are employed in pulp 
and paper: mills, The capital invested 
in these industries in Ontario is esti- 
mated at about $175,000,000. The orga- 
nizations employed by the Ontario 
provincial government ‘for forest fire 
protection cost $3,000 a day. Yet with 
all this forest fires consume twelve times 
the amount of lumber which is the life 
of these huge Canadian industries, In 
the province of Quebce the value of the 
lumber cut, including pulpwood, exceeds 
$40,000,000 annually.

front ends are in perfect condition. 
Each spring the right of way is cleared 
with care of all scrap and inflammable 


material, 

' Notices dealing with fire prevention 
and protection, issued by the C.P.R., the 
dominion and provincial governments 
and by various fire prevention organiza- , 
tions are posted in all stations and other 
buildings where they will be effective. 


The mechanical equipment maintained 
by the Company for fire fighting consists 
of a number of tank car units and hose, 
kept ready for immediate operation at 
convenient points. Each unit consists 
of two tank cars each of 7,000 gallon 
capacity, equipped with powerful pumps 
and about one mile of hose. 


The fire-fighting forces maintained by 
the Canadian Pacific Railway co-operate 
to the fullest extent with the provincial 
forces and the other fire-prevention 
organizations, and do everything possible 
to assist in the fighting of fires which are 
at all adjacent to their territories.

HARDENING OF THE ARTERIES

The arteries are normally eiestic. 
Control of blood pressure is exercis- 
ed, first of all, by the Leart, or pump, 
through the force and frequency of its 
beat; and, secondly, by the artéries,! rhe poet and ornithologist 
through their expansion of contrac- 
tion, which abilities they possess as a 
result of their elasticity. Some of the 
arteries are very large, such as those 
in the abdomen, and {ff they relax, they 
are capable of holding all the blood 
in the body. Sometimes they do this, 
with the result that the person faints 
because all the blood is drained away 
from the brain. 

As we get older, the elasticity of 
the arteries is gradually lost. It is 
said, with much truth, that a man is 
as old as his arteries. When the loss 
of elasticity is rapid, premature old 
age results. Along with the loss of 
yasticity, there is a thickening and 
hardening of the walls of the arteries. 
They become more or less brittle, and 
break comparatively easily; the cal- 
‘bre becomes smaller, on account of 
the thickening, and this tends to raise 
the blood presagure. The result is a 
thickened and weakened artery with 
a blood pressure above normal. 

We do not know how hardening of 
the arteries can be completely con- 
trolled. We do know, however, what, 
in many cases, will check the develop- 
ment of the condition. We know that 
the absorption of poisons from dis- 
eased teeth, tonsils or other parts of 
the body must be stopped. We know 
that overstrain, both physical and 
mental, must be avoided. We know 
that the condition of all systems of the
